The Sopwith Camel, which joined the western 
front in the summer of 1917, is claimed to have destroyed more 
enemy aircraft than any other fighter type in the first world 
war. Very manoeuvorable, it was nevertheless tricky to fly 
but was deadly in the hands of an experfenced fighter. The 
Camel had a top speed of 115 mph. Some Camels were used for
